Of those which are included several 
seem open to considerable doubt. 'I'lnis, I suspect that the plant 
reported as Anxihio liwhototnct^ Michx. in New Hampshire and 
Rhode Island has been ./. caf'iHacca^ DC., althoue;!! there is a con¬ 
siderable likelihood that . /. (I'uiiotoma will sooner or later be found 
in these two states. 

A broad-leaved form of SteHaria }^ramimui, D., the var. latuxolniti 
of Kenzl. has been found at several stations in New Rngland, but 
a|)pears to be only a form or perhaps merely a luxuriant state of the 
typical plant. 

Poptnhua i:^ranilif1ora. Hook. pilosa^ Dame & Collins, not L.) 
has been reported both from Massachusetts and Connecticut, but is 


too casual in its occurrence or too obviously a relic of cultivation 

to be reijanled as a part of our Hora. 

Repealed efforts to verify reports of Saj^in<7 apetaJa, L.. have led to 
the conclusion that that species does not occur in New Kngland and 
that plants hitherto referred to it from this rejjion belong to S. dccum- 
bens, 'rorf. iN Gray, or to S. pfocninbens. D. 

'The .sole basis for the report Stelhiria aciuatica. Scop, in New 
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Kngland is a single but unmistakable specimen collected near the 
boston cK: .-\ll)any Railway at Xewtonville, Mass.. luly 28, 1881. by

will learn of the death at Hanover. New Hampshire, on lune 1:5th. of 
Henry (iriswold Jesup. for twenty-two years jirofessor of botany at 
Dartmouth (’ollege and since 1899 emeritus. Professor Jesup was 
one of three noted botanists who graduatefl from \ ale College in the 

1847, the others being the late .Sereno Wai.son, for many 
years curator of the Gray Herbarium, and .Mr. John Donnell Smith 
of Baltimore, well known for his extensive and critical work upon the 
flora of Central America. Profe.ssor Jesup’s botanical work 
chieflx .systematic and de\'oted to the local Hora of the region about 
Amherst. Massachu.setts, and later in the vicinity of Dartmouth 
College. His most important publication was his Catalogue of the 
flowering Plants and Higher Cryptogams, both native and 
rluced. found within thirty miles of Hanover. New Hampshire: 

issued in 1891. after some preliminirry pul>lications upon the same 
subject.
